:nie. Indeed, the fact seems to be lhat 
American fighting planes and motors 
are integral parts of Ihe fgihling fleet 


f nearly every great nation. 
Last year, for Instance, licenses were 


ssucd for the export to Great Britain 
t $26,000,000 worth of military planes,, 
plus 5850,000 worth ot motors. 


Other licenses issued during Ihe year 


irovlded for Ihe oxpoii of .nearly ?6,- 
(00,000 worth of fighting planes lo 
China, $8,000,000 worth 16 the Nethcr- 
iinds East Indies, $.6,000,000 worlh lo 
arc Argentine and more than $5,000,000 
worth to France. 


And Still More 


These arc only a few of the military 


airplane export licenses listed at the 
Slate Department, Japan, incidental- 
ly, last year bought 'military planes 
worth $1,734,000. Nazi Germany took 
$100,000 worth of airplane engines. So- 
viet Russia bought'non-military planes 
and airplane motors worth upwards of 
$2,100,000. Brazil got $1,260,000 worth of 
war planes from the United States, 
Peru took $837,000 worth and far-off 
Slam bought to the extent ot $535,000.

American 
ommci'cial planes arc in vast demand 
abroad. The Dutch are particularly 
iold on them. Their famous KLM line 
rom Amsterdam' to Indin, Java and 
Australia uses American transports and 
s highly popular; incidentally, it might

When the City of Hope attempted 


more than three years ago to reduce 
telephone, rates in Hope the South- 
western Bell Telephone company ap- 
pealed to the State Department of 
Public Utilities and posted bond of 
510,000 to protect local telephone users 
should a refund be ordered. 


The combined refund for the years 


1936 and 1937 is $18,385, a good deal 
more than the amount of the bond, 
State Senator James H. Pilkinton ad- 
vises The Star in a letter dated Feb- 
ruary 7, which encloses a history of 
the case from the State Department of 
Public Utilities.

First, because European de- 
signers are far ahead in the business 
of building in-line, liquid-cooled mo- 
tors, which offer far less head resist- 
ance than the American radical, air- 
cooled motors; and second, because 
European 'military planes can atlain 
ligher speeds.

In answer, it is admitted that Amcr- 


can designers have not got very far 
with the in-line motor; but it is point- 
id out that the radical motor is lighter 
and more compact, than on single-mo- 
ored ships it is no wider than the 
,'uselage and hence creates no added 
wind resistance, and ' thut American 
.roasport planes still outsell their 
European-built competilors when no 
considerations but Ihe inhercnl value 
ot Ihe planes is involved.

First, the hnir that is the same In* all 
people. Second, the hair that is con- 
trolled by the glandlnr tissues of the 
huVrian body in the same manner in 
both men and women. Third, that 
in which the hair development is lim- 
ited to one sex.

For example, the hair on the fore- 


head and the fine hair which covers 
the bodies of all human-beings at the 
time of birth is the Same in both sexes. 
The hair under the. arms and that as- 
sociated with the organs of sex appears 
in normal males and / females. How- 
ever, the beard is normally present 
in man absent in wdm'en, and hair on 
the chest .shoulders and back is more j 
common in man than in women. It 
seems likely that these differences are 
entirely controlled by glandular deve- 
lopments and action within the body. 


Another difference in hair, which 


is easily apparent, 'is its straigh{ness 
or curliness. A careful study of hair 
undr the mjcroscope indicates that cur- 
liness is associated with a twisting 
of the hair shaft as it grows, but no- 
body knows just why hair twists on 
the shaft. This is probably controlled 
by heredity.- The color of the hair 
also "varies an dseems likewise to bo 
controlled by herldity, except when 
the hair is artificially bleached. 
Hair differs also in its tensile streng- 
th, in thickness, in its hardness, and 
in other physical, factors'. 
As hair 


grows,' the individual follicles from 
which- each of the hairs develops pass 
through periods of activity and quies- 
cence. These periods of growth, are 
divided and make up what is called 
the^cycle of growth. Hair on the head 
grows aboxit four-tenths of millimeter 
a day, and will eventually, if undis- 
turbed, reach a length of about 65 cen- 
timeters or between 20 and 30 inches. 
The continuous growth goes on about 


1600 days. Thus it. is not .possible 
for hair, to grow to ttnlhnjtad length 
like 23 or 30 feet, if undisturbed.' Cut- 
ting -the hair does not bring about nn 
increase rate of -growth. All sorts of 
hair restorers and hnlr stimulants;havo 
been proved completely ineffective.

way if well care for between Jobs. 
Some pointers on the selection of paint 
brushes: 
• "Use a 3% or 4-inch flat brush 
with brisles about 4% inches long 
for applying oil paint to large sur- 
faces. For trimming and small sur- 
faces a flat brush and inch smaller-in, 
earch dimension is suitable. 
A flat 


or oval sash brush, 1 to 1% inches 
long, is also necessary. For varnish- 
ing, 
there should be o special' var- 


nish brush whch has never been dip- 
ped in paint. Special brushes are 
obtainable for calcimining, -wall'stip- 
pling, roof painting, white washing, and 
fine varnish or enamle work. 


"Don't use a good brush f9r, paint-
